We are disturbed at the possibility that 
Sierra Madre could lose one of Its parks If the 
Eaton Canyon Riding Club Is granted permission 
to take over Bailey Canyon Park as a riding 
club. 

Canyon Park Is the fenced-ln area 
below the dam, owned by the Los Angeles 
Flood Control District. That area is not the 
same as the Bailey Canyon Wilderness Park 
which is the woodland area above the check 
dam, owned by the city of Sierra Madre. 

Victoria Randall has appealed to both 
the city and the Los Angeles County Flood 
Control District for use of the Bailey Debris 
Disposal Area, and the district has stated no 
objection If certain requirements are met. 
Those requirements include vacating the area 
within a one-week notice, If necessary; removal 
of stable wastes immediately; possible removal 
of mature trees If horse barns are built. 

More important, however, Is the require¬ 
ment that the city enter into a new recreational 
agreement with the district allowing for the 
willingness of the city to sponsor the equestrian 
group. 

We have many questions to ask, such as the 
removal of waste because of the proximity of 
residents In that area; why there is the need to build 
42 stalls when the city ordinance calls for an 
area of “5000 square feet (for one horse) with 
a maximum of three horses,” for lots of at least 
one acre in size, a maximum of five horses. 

Pace out the area in question. You’ll 
find it far too small for 42 horses. 

Club members have projected a dressage 
area 65 x 185 feet and a Jumping area 120 x 
190 feet. They have an area for hay bams, 
open stalls and, of course, the caretaker. 

We are concerned about the care of that 
many horses In that size of area, exercise of 
the horses, availability of transporting the 
animals into and out of the area. 

I believe we can trust that our Parks and 
Recreation Commission will see fit to object 
to allowing this type of club Into that area of 
town. 

Beware of names 
that sound alike 

Recently the Board of Supervisors for the 
County of Los Angeles Investigated the Na¬ 
tional Democratic Policy Committee and found 
that this group has no relationship to the Demo¬ 
cratic Party or the Democratic Party’s National 
Committee. 

This Information Is extremely' important 
since, according to James M. Riewer, president 
of the Commission on Human Relations, 
county of Los Angeles, the chairman of the 
advisory committee of the group in question, 
Lyndon LaRouche, was once a member of the 
Socialist Workers’ Party. 

In 1973 and ’74, the National Caucus of 
Labor Committees, a spinoff of a splinter 
group under LaRouche’s apparent tutelage, 
became more extreme In Its radical left orien¬ 
tation. Then it developed a radical right posture. 

The use of '.he name, “National Democratic 
Policy Committee.” has been called “a trans¬ 
parent attempt to convey to the unsuspecting 
the impression that the group Is affiliated with 
the Democratic Party and Its own National 
Committee. The latter group has filed suit to 
stop the NDPC from using the name, ‘National 
Democratic Policy Committee’,” says Eugene hi 
S. Mornell, executive director of the L.A. Com¬ 
mission on Human Relations.

There is a city ordinance 
that limits the number of 
horses allowed per acre. The 
club site plan calls for 42 
spaces within Bailey Canyon 
Park, considerably exceed¬ 
ing this limit. 

There are numerous nega¬ 
tive factors involved with 
the stabling and exercising 
of horses, factors that can 
be annoying to residents 
living in proximity to a rid¬ 
ing club. Of great impor¬ 
tance is the questionable 
move that would be taken by 
our city in giving away one 
of its parks for a single use 
private membership club. 

It is hoped that the Parks 
and Recreation Commission, 
at its June meeting, will not 
find it at all difficult to vote 
against the proposed riding 
club.

Ralph’s Shoe Store 
to close in a month 


Ralph and Ann Hurwit are 
coming to the end of a 38- 
yean career in their local 
shoe store in Sierra Madre, 
Ralph’s Shoe Store, that will 
be closing its doors in about 
a month. The sale in which 
every item must be sold begins 
today, Thursday. 

“We’re not selling the 
business because we couldn’t 
find anyone we wanted to sell 
it to,” Ralph Hurwit explains. 
The town of Sierra Madre is 
losing its only shoe store 
with the store going out of 
business. 

“We have no regrets. We 
enjoyed what we were doing 
and made a lot of friends,” 
Ann Hurwit says. 

Ralph Hurwit came to 
Sierra Madre from Long 
Island, N.Y. in 1935, work¬ 
ing at Solnit Shoe Co. for a 
year before sending for his 
bride. He and Ann were 
married in her aunt’s garden, 
at the Mollie May Weber 
home June 18,1936. 

A year later their first 
son, Alan Robert was born. 


and 18 months later, another 
son, Ronald Louis, was born 
Dec. 22, 1938.

13,1940. 

Hurwit worked in defense 
plants beginning in 1941 along 
with the work at Solnit’s 
because of his growing family. 

“Then Heiny Olson died 
and 1 bought Olson Shoe 
Store across the street from 
where I am. I took over in 
May, 1945, then moved across 
to where I am now. Only 
then it was a pool hall,” 
Hurwit reminisces. 

Ann always helped in the 
shoe business even when the 
children were small.

Air conditioning care 
for a cool summer 


Spring is a time for cleaning. 
Sweeping out the old season 
to make room for the new. A 
through spring cleaning should 
include preparing your room 
air conditioner. 

Cleaning Tips 

But first a word of cau¬ 
tion; whenever you work on 
your air conditioning, indeed 
before you work on any elec¬ 
trical appliance cut the cur¬ 
rent. In the case of a room 
unit, this means simply pulling 
the plug. Now here are some 
tips. 

• Keep your unit dean. As 
with all things mechanical, air 
conditoners operate most effi¬ 
ciently and economically when 
they are clean. Most important 
in air conditioners, according 
to experts, is the air Tiller. 

A dirty filter can cut effi¬ 
ciency by as much as 10 per¬ 
cent, and a very dirty Tiller 
can strain your machine enough 
to damage it. Also, vacuum the 
vents to remove all dust, and 
make sure no furniture blocks 
either the supply air vents or 
return air vents. 

Most room models have a 
permanent Titter that you can 
wash and reuse. Remove it as 
directed by the use and care 
booklet, taking care not to 
tear it. Then wash it with 
nothing stronger than soap and 
water. Before you put it back, 
spray it with a filter coating 
available at most healing — 
and cooling-supply stores. 

• Keep track of mainten¬ 
ance procedures. Simply place 


a piece of masking tape along 
the inside cover of your unit. 
Record the size of your filler, 
■ he dale it was last changed 
and any other routine main¬ 
tenance information. 

• Examine the uuidoor por¬ 
tion of your air conditioner. 
If the unit has been covered 
for the winter, remove the 
cover. Make sure all grass, 
weeds and plants growing near 
it do not block air flow to the 
machine. We recommend lhal 
at least three feel separate your 
air conditioner and your land¬ 
scaping. 

The coil on a room air con¬ 
ditioner should be examined if 
it is accessible. A coil lhal is 
caked with mud, grass clip¬ 
pings or other debris should be 
cleaned by a professional. To 
help keep the coil clear, be 
sure to keep your lawnmower 
pointed away from the air con¬ 
ditioner when cutting the grass. 

Set Thermoslil 

When you are ready to start 
up your unit, turn the thermo¬ 
stat to a seting several de¬ 
grees below the current room 
temperature. The air condi¬ 
tioner should begin to operate. 
Give it a few minutes to “cool 
down” and listen for any un¬ 
usual noises. If you hear any, 
turn off the unit and call a 
repairman. 

And remember, if after tak¬ 
ing proper care of your air 
conditioner, you have any pro¬ 
blems please call us. We’re air 
conditioning experts, thorough¬ 
ly trained to keep you cool.
